Depend on International 
Disarmament Meeting. 


MAY BE SOURCE OF FRICTION 


America Is Faced With Task of 


Protecting Islands Against 


" Possible Attack.

Washington—The disarmament con- 


ference to be held here next fall may 
decide the future status of the Philip- 
pines. 


President Harding himself is not 


averse to a discussion of the Philippine 
question with other powers. Natural 
ly the United States will not debate 
with any other government the ques- 
tion of when independence shall be 
granted, but, on the other hand, is 
ready to talk over international as- 
pects of the Philippine problem. In 
other words when the United States 
grants independence to the Philippines 
will the other powers join in guaran- 
teeing the territc-nal integrity of the 
Philippines' 


The proximity 
of Japan to the 


Philippines has led to the oft repeated 
statement on the part of public men 
in both Japan and the United States 
to the effect that the Philippines con- 
stitute a possible source of friction in 
the future. Military and naval ex- 
perts have always insisted that in a 
possible quarrel between the United 
.States and Japan, the latter would im- 
mediately laud an expeditionary force 
and hold the Philippines, m order to 
draw American forces to that region 
of the Pacific. Thib would make the 
United States carry the battle three 
thousand, miles away from American 
Ijabos of supply. 


Wilson Changed Mind 


The fortification ot the Philippines 


has been, one ol America's chief items* 
o! expense, and the probpect of keep- 
ing a protecting arm over the Philip- 
pines even alter

Obvioubly, one of the practical ques- 


tions of the disarmament conference 
is how to reduce military and naval 
expense now borne directly by the tax- 
payers 
Indeed, America might have 


granted independence to the Philip- 
pines during the Wilson admmistra 
tion if it had been, possible to enter 
into an agreement with other govern- 
ments for the 
neuti alizatton of the 


Philippines. It will be recalled, how 
ever, that while Mr. Wilson at first 
•warmly advocated independence, when 
a bill granting the same was parsed 
li> the house, he reversed himself when 
the measure reached the senate, and 
was instrumental m finally preventing 
action. His reasons were never made 
public, but it is commonly supposed 
that international events caused the 
sudden change 
It is significant, how- 


ever, that in his closing message to 
congress last December he revived the 
issue 
and 
formally expressed the 


hope that independence would be 
granted the Philippines 


A Domestic Question 


President Harding is mindful of the 


aspirations of the Filipinos, but he 
actuated also by a desire to save 
America future expense in maintain 
ang costly fortifications and military 
and naval torces in the Philippines 
when by international agreement the 
Philippines could be made a matter of 
common concern to aJl the poweis In- 
deed, thero would be no necessity for 
the mamtienance of an American fleet 
in Asiatic waters if all the nations en- 
tered into a solemn agreement not to 
violate the independence of territorial 
integrity of this Philippines when they 
were set free by tho United Stats. 


The question of whether freedom 


shall be given the Philippines is a 
domestic matter, and as such the other 
powers attending the disarmament 
conference next fall would not feel 
warranted in tackling it any more 
than outside nations have felt dispoeec 
to interfere as between Ireland anc 
Great Britain. The United States, on 
the other hand, by taking the initia- 
tive and offering for discussion simply 
the international aspect of the Philip 
pine question, will remove all doubts 
which the powers 
might otherwise 


1-ave had as to the propriety of their 
entering into the discussion.

Hatred for Japan Is Expressed 


by Soviet Diplomat in 


London.

London.—Hatred of Japan and a de 


sire to give America first place in the 
rich concessions of the Far East were 
shown Monday by Leonid Krassin, 
the Soviet's foremost diplomat. 


In an interview on the eve of his 


departure for Moscow, Krassin de- 
clared Russia is anxious to resume 
trade with the United States and to 
consider her the favored power in the 
development of Siberia and the Far 
East, 


"The Russian people," declared the 


trade commissioner, "will not under 
any circumstances tolerate or make 
its peace with the annexatiomst ambi 
tions of Japan imperialism. 


"And even though Japanese jingoes 


are seizing Russian territory and 
Russian cities on the Pacific coast, 
this does not mean they will succeed 
m retaining those properties.

[Wliat do you want edueai^m to do for 


your boy or girll The Appleton high 
school asks that question fearlessly and 
sets itself the task of meeting the answers 
wffch as interesting a course of study as 
will be found anywhere in the country. 
The old Prussian system made all mem- 
bers of a group alike, and taught them 
what to think. The graduate of this 
school is a round peg in his particular 
round hole-r-and all the holes are different. 


We all want our children to grow up 


into good citizens—that is why people 
who have no children pay school 'taxes. 
Every boy and girl in Appleton high school 
knows general history and American his- 
tory as a background for study of the du- 
ties of citizenship and problems of govern- 
ing in these United States. 
(Perhaps if 


our fathers had had more modern and less 
ancient history in school the problems 
would be simpler.) 


The world about us—how little any of 


us know of it—we want the next genera- 
tion to be wiser. Biology and chemistry 
or physics are required subjects. "The 
sophomore course in biology is not a labor- 
atory study. It will concern itself with 
the biological problems that directly con- 
cerq the Uves of us all," says the progres- 
fcjve principal of the school. Mr.- L. C. Ra- 


•/> pey and he explains the work in science as 


having that vital connection with the 
springs of modern,thought and action. 


Physical education that combines exer- 


cise and outdoor play with social and per- 


sonal hygiene is aimed to meet the need 
for stronger, healthier boys and girls de- 
manded. Mathematics, English and the 
love of reading, basic necessities for aU 
future vocations, are developed in the same 
interesting and practical way. Beyond 
these studies the young people vaiy their f 
work to answer their specific needs. Is it 
culture per se that is wanted for them? 
They can take Latin, French, ancient his- 
tory and advanced courses in literature. 
The lure of the sciences draws many into 
farther fields than the elementary courses 
offer. 


Vocational needs press on mos't. "While 


some will go to college and so on into the 
professions and business, many will not. 
Mr. Rasey does not think of his school as 
a pre-eollege course although his students 
are abundantly able to hold their own in 
college life. Homemaking and vocation- 
al home economics, stenography, book- 
keeping, business training, mechanical 
drawing, pattern making, cabinet work, 
carpentry and metal work give the boys 
and girls a look into many vocations 
enough practical training to put them well 
on their way should they choose one of 
these fields of work. 


Mr. Rasey says, "We feel that we are

We shall try not 
to rnn rampant nor be unwisely radical, 
but we are not hesitating to break with 
tradition where the needs seem to warrant 
that."

The necessity of dealing with our eco- 


nomic problems on a world basis, and the 
impossibility of the United States pros- 
pering by itself alone, is strikingly stated 
by Herbert Hoover, secretary of com- 
merce. "The hard times that knock at 
every cottage door today,'5 says Hoover, 
"came from Europe, No tariffs, no em- 
bargoes, no navies, no armies can ever 
defend us from these invasions. Our sole 
defense is the prosperity of our neighbors 
and our own commercial skill. 


Secretary Hoover's keen grasp of pub- 


lic affairs, and particularly those in rela- 
tion to foreign countries, is impressively 
illustrated in the foregoing. Throughout 
the whole period of readjustment Mr. 
Hoover has fully realized the vital bearing 
of sound reconstruction, financial restora- 
tion and guaranteed ,peace in Europe on 
the economic health of the United States. 
Few politicians in this country have even 
remotely understood what has been per- 
fectly clear to Mr. Hoover. This is par- 
ticularly true of the politicians in the sen- 
ate whose entire course in th.e reestablish- 
ment of peace has been one of obstruc- 
tion, delay and indecision. 


If the United States had discharged its 


full duties to the allies by standing with 
them four square to the world in the mak- 
ing of peace Europe would today be in a 
far stronger condition financially and 
economically than it is. Our own prosperi- 
ty would have been enhanced, and the 
precarious state of relations between vari- 
ous nations, either at war or on the verge 
of war, would doubtless have been avoid- 
ed. Mr. Hoover's statement is as com- 
plete a repudiation of the policy of isola- 
tion we were led to believe would be in- 
augurated by the new administration as 
it would be possible to make. His emin- 
ence in the councils of the government 
gives assurance that he reflects its main 
convictions on the subject.

VACATION TRIBULATIONS. 


Mosquito bites annoy seme persons very little and 


others very much, the good being the greater suffer- 
ers. of course. 
For relief, rub the place gently with moistened 


soap. In the case of children, bathe the akin with 
a tablespoonful ef household ammonia or of aromatic 
spirits of ammonia with a cupful of water, or bathe 
with a small handful of saleratus (soda) in a basin of 
water. Some persons find that the irritation of a 
mosquito bite is relieved by touching the spot with 
tincture of iodine. Glycerin gives relief in some cases. 
And the immediate application ef a drop Isf peroxide 
of hydrogen to the pimcture has been praised by 
many. 
This peroxide treatment hag also been 


recommended to me by a soda fountain clerk fpr the 
relief of bee stings—the syrups attracted bees and 
many stings were treated, in the summer season. 


The way to rid a place of mosquitoes is to conduct 


a thorough survey of the neighborhood, searching 
out every place where water is likely to stand for 
as long as nine or ten days, and emptying such re- 
ceptacles, screening- thera if they cannot be emptied, 
or oiling the surface if the water can not be drained 
away. Disused wells, cisterns, fountains, rain bar- 
rels, obstructed eaves, eld cans hidden under weeds, 
cow tracks in fields, unscreened drains, unused water 
closets, cesspools, etc.. must be looked upon as likely 
places for mosquito breeding. Weeds or grass along 
the edges of small streams or ponds must be cleared 
away, so that fish may get at the larvae and devour 
them. 
Dopes of various kinds are used to repel mqs- 


quitoes in infested places. Here is a good one: 


Oil of Citronella 
1 ounce 


Spirits ef camphor 
1 ounce 


Oil of cedar . 
% ounce 


A few drops of this on a towel hung over the head 


of the bed will keep mosquitoes away for hours. A 
little may be applied to the face and hands where 
mosquitoes are very annoying. 


Another excellent dope recommended to me by 


an outdoor man of long experience is this. 


Olive oil 
Oil of tar. 
Oil of cedar. 
Oil of citronella, equal parts ef each 
This makes a gooey dope, but it certainly does re- 


pel the pests. A cloth with a few drops of it may be 
hung in the doer of a-tent and the occupant will Jae 
visited by no mosquitoes for hours. 


Oil of citronella. alone is good, but does not last. 
Still a third mosquito dope, suggested in U. S. De- 


partment o£ Agriculture's Farmer's Bulletin 444 is 
this:

to extend its work 
to Porto Rico, but 
making this ex- 


tension discretionary with the Board. 
It is the confident belief of the mem- 
bers of the Board that the island 
farmers will fit into the Farm Loan 
scheme without any hitch. 
If. a 


favorable report is made by W. S. A. 
Smith, of Iowa, who was chosen for 
this mission, a branch of the Federal 
Land Bank, situated at New Orleans 
will be established at some point in 
Porto Rico. The cities of San Juan, 
the capital, and Ponce, on the south- 
ern coast, appear to be the only con-' 
tenders. 


So great have the demands on the 


funds of the Land Banks become that 
Congress recently amended the act 
creating the system, so that the 
Treasury may have on deposit with 
these banks at any one time as high 
as S3l,bop,000. -Until a few days ago, 
this figure was but ?6,000,000. 


This additional fund will enable the 


12 banks to make loans to farmers 
throughout the summer withobt the 
necessity ef seeking to sell another 
issue of bonds when the market for 
them is not at th'e best. It is be- 
lieved that by October the Farm Loan 
Board can advantageously sell another 
issue of Sends, and provide itself with 
additional funds for farmers. 


The law requires that within 15 


days after the sale of an issue of 
bonds that the deposits made by the 
Treasury m Land Banks be returned. 


The system has grown so tremen- 


dously since its inception that mem- 
bers of the Board estimate that 10 
times as much money could be used 
as even the tremendous amounts now 
handled. Up until the last of May, a 
resume shows that 141,000 farmers 
throughout 
the "United States had 


taken 
advantage 
of this Federal 


credit, and that a total of $354,000,000 
had been loaned to them. 
On these 


loans, the farmers have to pay 6 per 
cent interest at present. 


To balance this huge loan, the 


Federal Farm Loan Board has sold 
bonds amounting to about $325,000,- 
000. 
The difference In the money 


secured from the sale of bonds and 
the actual cash lent to farmers was 
made up from the slender capital on 
which the 12 land banks started—$9,- 
000,000—and the profit on the -opera- 
tions of the banks. 


Method Used. 
, The feature which has tremendous- 
ly popularized the farm lean system 
is the, amortization part of it, which 
is obligatory upon all farmers who 
borrow money from the banks. Thus, 
on each $1,000 borrowed, the farmer 
must return each year to the Land 
Bank from which he got It $65. These 
payments, 
which 
apply alike on 


principal and interest, in the course 
of 33 1-3 years pay off the whole loan. 


The land banks have been so suc- 


cessful in their operations with the 
farmers that each year it has been 
possible to pay a divident of 6 per 
cent to the National Farm Loan Asso- 
ciation. 
This association is made up 


of the farmers who have borrowed 
money to carry on their business, and 
this dividend on the capital stock of 
the bank is distributed among these 
men as, in effect, a rebate on the in- 
terest they pay for their loans. 


The National Farm Loan Associa- 


tion is made up of nearly 4,000 county

organizations, and as

ever. Thes state of Iowa, for in»tance, 
which saw little need of the Farm 
Loan Board at that time, when its 
farmers could get all the credit they 
needed for 5 and 6 per cent, is now 
the greatest patron of the Federal 
Land Baak with tha single exceptjpn 
of Tezas, which is a tremendously 
larger commonwealth. 


The bondsi^gold to provide the funds 


to loan are issued largely 4t the dis- 
cretion of the Board. , Htowever, Con- 
gress has retained certain powers, 
one of which, is fixing the maximum 
interest rate the bonds can bear. 
The present legal limit is 5 per cent. 
Also, existing law limitg the difference 
between the bond interest rate and 
the interest on loans as not more than 
1 per cent\ Thus the limitation of 
the bonds to an interest rate of 5 per 
cent automatically prevents the lanfl 
banks from charging more than 6 Rer 
cent on the loans to farmers. 


At times when excellent bonds are 


being floated which bear interest rates 
in some cases as high as 8 per cent. I 
at first glance it would appear impos- 
sible to sell farm loan bends in the 
open market. However, this obstacle 
is overcome by the provision of law 
making the farm loan bonds free of 
Federal taxes of all kinds, with the 
possible exception of the inheritance 
tax. 
The question of the inheritance 


tax has been brought up, but not yet 
settled. As it is a fundamental rule 
that states cannot tax income derived 
from the obligations of the Federal 
Government, the income to holders of 
the farm loan bonds is entirely free 
of any assessment. 


System Shows Profit. 


The land banks, operating on the 


present basis, are making money 
They are paying their annual 6 per 
cent dividends, and are laying by a 
little peserve each year which can be 
commanded by the farmers in a pineh. 
The cost of the Board in Washington, 
which is composed of four members 
with the addition of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, who is_ ex officio chair 
man, is m the neighborhood of $300,- 
000 yearly. For some reason Congress 
insists on paying the cost of the 
Board itself, despite the fact that the 
members have asked that these ex- 
penses be borne by the banks, so that 
the system would be entirely self-sup- 
porting. 


For fear that conditions might aripe 


which would make the sale of bonds 
too difficult at the present interest 
rate, there is some agitation for in- 
creasing the limit of interest the 
bonds may bear. There is a bill at 
present before the Banking and Cur- 
reney Committee ef the Senate which, 
if passed by Congress and approved 
by the President, would make the 
limit on interest on the bonds 5% per 
cent. This power vested in the Board 
would make it certain, advocates of 
the bill claim, that the market value 
of the bonds would always be great 
enough to compete with other offer- 
ings, and insure their speedy sale. A 
failure to sell bonds would result, they 
say, In tying up this system now- 
working so smoothly. 


The bonds issued have always beep 


of the "ten-twenty year" 
variety. 


That is, they are redeemable at par 
by the land banks at the encj of 30 
years, but with the option on the 
part of the banks of calling the bonds 
in at the end of 10 years. This pro- 
vision was included so that the Board 
could take advantage of any condi- 
tions which might arise in the finan- 
cial wqrld, without impairing the 
bonds as permanent incqme proi^ue- 
ing investments of the safe and sane 
sort.
